HOW IT LOOKS. 

Grant may yet be nominated, but the 
signs are steadily and increasingly against 
him.

NOTWITHSTANDING the fact that the ele- 
vated railways have supplied all immediate 
demand in NewYork city forrapid transit,the 


projectors of the old scheme for an under- 


ground railway, modeled after that in oper- 
ation in London, are exhibiting renewed 
life. Anew company has just been incor- 
porated to tunnel underneath Broadway and 
lay a line of railway tracks. It is under- 
stood that French capitalists are backing 
the enterprise. Col. Origen Vandenburgh, 
the originator of the plan some fifteen years 
ago, is the active spirit in the present or- 
ganization, and he authorizes the statement 
that boring will be at once commenced. 
Ground will be broken at the City Hall Park 
and the work of tunneling will be 
prosecuted in both directions. A double 
tunnel will be constructed—one for each 
track. The engineer in charge estimates 
that the cost will be about $2,000,000 per 
mile. A great portion of the tunnel will 
have to be cut through hard rock. It is 
claimed that by the new processes this 
can be done without resort to blasting 
which will injure adjacent buildings. The 
-tunpels will be lighted by electricity and 
by a simple process each train in passing 
will supply fresh and pure air. There will 
be no dust or smoke. The trains will run 


more rapidly than those of the elevated. 


roads, the stations will be nearer together 
and a uniform fare of five cents will be ex- 
acted. If the consent of property-owners 
can be obtained the company expects to 
have its trains running from South Ferry 
to Forty-seventh street inside of two years.
